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Action Line 


I put a ballpoint pen in my shirt 


pocket and it leaked, ruining the shirt. I 
bought another pen, put it in my pocket, 
and it also leaked. How can I get this 
ink out of my shirts? 


Try the following homemade spot 


remover: mix one part glycerine (from 
a drug store), one part liquid dish- 
washing detergent, and eight parts 
water. Shake well before each use. 
Always flush the stain spot with water, 
working in the remover and then small 
amounts of water. 


If using the stuff for removing greasy 


stains in delicate, washable fabrics, use 
it with a few drops of ammonia. Always 
rinse well with water when the stain is 
removed. 


It is suggested you get to ink spots as 


soon as possible.

If the Texas Rangers can come into 


any county and investigate thefts, can 
they also come in and investigate 
murders, such as Tommy Smith's? 


In general, the Texas Rangers enter a 


criminal investigation only when asked 
to do so by local law enforcement 
personnel. The major exception to that 
is when, at the request of the state 
attorney general, the Rangers in- 
vestigate allegations 
of misuse of 


public office. An example of that would 
be the Duvall County investigation. 


"They are available to assist local 


law officers," Sheriff Jerry Shelton 
said. "If we, for example, need 
technical assistance or some services 
we cannot provide, then we would 
certainly call them in." 


But even the Rangers need clues or a 


lead to solve a crime such as the 
murder you mention, according to 
Shelton. 


"There's not anything magic about 


thp Texas Rangers," Shelton noted. 
"They're people just like the rest of 
us." 


What is the Texas Use Tax? My 


husband has a business and buys many 
things wholesale, for which he pays no 
sales tax. But we have been told there is 
some type "use tax" due on some of the 
items. 


The Texas Use Tax is a tax on the 


storage, use, or consumption of taxable 
items purchased, leased, or rented on 
which the Texas sales tax has not been 
paid, according to the state comp- 
troller's office in Austin. 


For example, the tax applies to 


taxable items purchased in another 
state and later used in Texas (so long as 
no Texas tax was paid on the items.) 
Specific examples would be machinery, 
equipment, aircraft, boats, and other 
such taxable items purchased in 
another state but used in Texas. 


The use tax is also applicable to any 


taxable merchandise 
or inventory 


purchased tax-free for resale but later 
put to personal use or consumed in the 
regular course of business. 


The example given by the comp- 


troller's office was a grocery store 
which buys a supply of brooms for 
resale and then uses one of the brooms 
to sweep the store. The store owes Use 
Tax on the purchase price of the broom 
they use to clean the store. 


Use Tax is due for the reporting 


period in which the item was converted 
to personal use. 


In those highly publicized raids by 


state Comptroller Bob Bullock last 
year, did Bullock have to obtain per- 
mission from some court before he 
stormed into a business and seized 
merchandise? What happened to the 
items he and his men seized? Did the 
merchants have any chance at all of 
getting it back? 


Under the Sales and Use Tax Act, the 


state comptroller may, without going 
through the courts, seize and sell the 
non-exempt real or personal property 
of a delinquent taxpayer. 


That merchandise or real estate is 


then sold at a public auction at a later 
date. But the taxpayer who owned the 
merchandise must be given 20 days 
notice of the sale and may redeem his 
property at any time prior to the sale by 
paying his taxes, plus costs incurred by 
the seizure. 


In many cases, Bullock's 
office 


arranged for the delinquent taxpayers 
to pay off their back taxes on a payment 
plan, rather than all at once in a lump 
sum. 


How much in state taxes do we pay on 


a package of cigarettes? On a gallon of 
gasoline? What does this money go for? 


The State of Texas adds 18'/i cents in 


taxes to the cost of every pack of 
cigarettes you buy. That money, some 
|275 million each year from all tobacco 
taxes, goes into tiic state's General 
Revenue Fund and the Omnibus Tax 
Clearance Fund. 


Gasoline is taxed at five cents per 


gallon (six cents per gallon for diesel 
fuel), in addition to federal fuel taxes. 
The state tax adds up to about $400 
million a year and is shared by the 
Highway Fund and the Available 
School Fund. 


The city sales tax helps 
hold other taxes down

Corsicana's 10-year experience with the 


sales tax has netted the city more than $4 
million, and has been the difference between 
the present tax rate and one twice the present 
rate, according to City Manager Dick 
Ballenger. 


Corsicana voters 
approved the one per 


cent sales tax for local purposes Dec. 5,1967, 
and the first year's collections netted the city 
$198,428. Last year the sales tax revenue for 
Corsicana was $624,459 and the 11-month total 
for this year is within $10,000 of that mark. 


The city share of sales tax money has in- 


creased steadily since collection began ex- 
cept for a drop from 1974 to 1975. And 
Ballenger says this decline is misleading 
since a change in state accounting procedures 
gave the city only 11 months of receipts that 
year and 13 months in 1976. 


BALLENGER SAYS he is "amazed" to 


learn just how much the sales tax has netted 
since 1968 ($4,086,006), but this doesn't mean 
he downplays the importance of these tax 
revenues. 


An estimated $612,000 in sales tax revenue 


for 1977 (which has been eclipsed) makes up 
28 per cent of city's anticipated revenue, just 
short of the $620,000 anticipated for general 
fund usage to be generated from ad valorem 
taxes. 


"If we didn't have the sales tax," Ballenger 


says, "our tax structure would be doubled — 
or our services cut in half." 


The steady rise in the sales tax revenue, 


and the annual surpluses it creates, has thus 
far offset corresponding increases in the cost 
of city supplies which inflation continues to 
push upwards. 


BUT THE CITY MANAGER says he sees 


the inflation rate pulling ahead of the sales 
tax revenues this year and fears a gradual 
widening of the gap with the city on the short 
end of the monetary stick. 


Asked about one source of potential sales 


tax money, Ballenger said it is "unreal" how 
much money Corsicana is losing to Mustang, 
Angus and Alma in sales tax revenues from 
alcoholic beverage sales. 


Ballenger, who says he will not take either 


side in a wet-dry debate, says one owner of 
"one of the smaller" liquor stores told him the 
gross sales for one month were $90,000. With a 
one per cent sales tax, $900 would be 
generated monthly from this store alone. 


The recent opening of a number of new 


stores in Corsicana could span the gap bet- 
ween inflation and sales tax money, though, 
and Ballenger says he will have to wait until 
he receives the next few sales tax checks 
before he can tell whether these stores are 
bringing additional shoppers to town or just 
redistributing a static money supply. 


Ballenger thinks its a little of both, saying 


that, judging from the talk he's heard around 
city hall, more people are doing their 
Christmas shopping in Corsicana this year. 


But whether this is a general trend of 


enough substance to offset the inflationary 
rise, only time and the next few sales tax 
checks will tell.

Jack Heifner: 


Local boy 
makes good

DALLAS — In his 22nd floor room in the posh Fairrnount 


Hotel, Corsicana native Jack Heifner seems a step removed 
from — and sometimes in awe of the laurels and acclaim his 
play "Vanities" is bringing him. 


More than 40 productions of "Vanities" have been staged 


since the play made its unheralded debut in a New York 
theater workshop nearly two years ago. The roles of the three 
cheerleaders have been played in various cities by Sandy 
Duncan, Elizabeth Ashley, Luci Arnaz, and a host of other 
professional actresses. One greatful and well-known actress, 
coming off a string of less-than smash successes into a 
profitable six-month run in "Vanities," even called Heifner 
to thank him "for saving my career." 


Yet the 1964 CHS graduate, son of the late I,ee Heifner and 


Naomi Heifner, seems nearly untouched by his increasing 
fame and fortunes. 


"I COULD AS EASILY, right now, be sitting behind a desk 


doing marketing research," he said. "That's what I was 
doing in 1974, working in an office job. I hated marketing 
research. A friend and I — we both worked at the same office 
— were sitting at a New Year's Eve party in 19?4 and I just 
said, 'Let's not go to work tomorrow.' " 


They didn't, and what followed was some hard times and a 


long road to proving his decision was the right one. 


"It's hard to give up that security of a paycheck every 


week," he admitted. "After I quit that job, I would work hard 
for two weeks in a month and spend the next two weeks 
writing." 


For Heifner, his office job was one in a long list of part and 


full-time jobs he held in New York City since graduating 
fromSMUin!968. 


"I CAME TO NEW YORK with the promise of a $60 a week 


job as an all-purpose handyman for the New York 
Shakespeare Festival," he recalled. "It was a terrible job, 
but it was a job in the theater, in New York, right out of 
college. I knew I was going either to the east coast or the west 
coast, but I don't think I would have tried New York if I 
hadn't already had a job." 


Heifner, in his nine years in New York, worked almost 


every theater 
job there is, from bit part acting to scene 


design to stage manager. He also worked in less glamorous 
jobs, such as his stint as a hotel clerk, between theater jobs. 


He seems unimpressed with his achievements to date, 


considering he is the author of the most produced play in 
America in 1977, is finishing a screenplay for a feature film, 
has a television series based on his play in the pilot stage, and 
plans to open another play in New York next March. 


"There's something about all this that embarasses me," he 


says. "When I look at what I want to do, I don't think I've 
done very much. I don't want to be a one-shot playwright — 
my goal is to build a body of work that says what I want to 
say." 


"VANITIES" IS HEIFNER'S second play to be produced, 


the first, "Casserole," was produced 12 times in a New York 
theater workshop. 


"That play gave me the self-confidence to go ahead," he 


said. "It made me realize that the things I thought were 
funny, other people would think were funny, too." 


With the closing night applause from "Casserole" fresh in 


his memory, Heifner said he quickly returned to the 
typewriter and wrote "Vanities." It took him two-and-a-half 
days. 


"I just sat down at the typewriter and it started flowing 


out," he said. "It was nice — I didn't have to labor over it. 
Nothing else I've ever written has been that easy. It made it 


something special." 


The play got its start with a theater workshop group of 


which Heifner was a founding member. 


"ABOUT A DOZEN OF US, mostly friends from Texas and 


from the Shakespeare Festival, started a theater group," he 
recalled, "which is something that probably happens every 
day in New York. It cost us $200 to put it on the stage 
originally, and that went for the lumber for the set. I,ater it 
opened off-Broadway for about $5,000." 


The backers were paid off within two weeks. 
With fame came a dramatic increase in production 


budgets, he said. The set alone for the Chicago production 
cost $70,000, and producers in Los Angeles spent $10,000 just 
on costumes for the three girls. They wear a total of nine 
costumes in the play. 


"The set they're using in New York is still the set I helped 


build with my own hands for $200," Heifner said. "Originally, 
there were about five people working very closely with 
"Vanities," and we really didn't think about its success or 
failure. We built the set, did the rehearsals, the whole thing 
as a workshop." 


But union rules won't allow a workshop production to go 


beyond 12 performances unless the actors begin getting paid. 
At the end of that successful run, the play was moved to the 
Chelsea Theater Center's V/estside Theater in March, 1976. 
It's still there, having recently passed the 700th performance 
mark. 


THE DALLAS PRODUCTION, being staged by the Dallas 


Theater Center (which owns the rights to produce the play in 
the immediate five-state area), is sold out for the rest of its 
run. Plans are now underway to have the show moved to 
another Dallas theater when the current run is completed in 
mid-January Heifner said. 


"It's been a farily dizzying two years," he said. "I've been 


learning a lot very fast. Theater, show business, is business 
and it is hard work. In fact, what I'm not doing anymore is 
writing. I've been juggling the various 
"Vanities" 


productions, looking for backing for the new play, working 
with the business end. I've finally had to say, 'I'll spend only 
so much time a day with business' and reserve the rest for 
writing." 


"Vanities" is a bittersweet comedy that follows three girls 


from their high school days as cheerleaders to their college 
days as sorority sisters, and finally to an uncomfortable 
reunion six years after college. It's no coincidence that the 
high school football team in the first act is the Tigers, but it's 
not that direct a tie, either, Heifner says. 


"YES, I KNEW THREE girls with the same names in high 


school, but I knew three girls similar to the characters in 
college as well, and later in New York," he said. "If I had 
known, when I wrote it, that it was going beyond the 12 
original performances, I certainly would have changed the 
names. I have no idea, for example, what happened to those 
girls from high school after graduation. I don't know whether 
any of them became what these characters become. But 
those three names have a lyrical quality about them, a 
rhythm, that I felt the play needed." 


But unlike "Vanities," his next play, "Pation-Porch", is 


squarely based on his Corsicana experience, he said. It is a 
character study which is actually two one-act plays that 
follow the relationship between two sisters and then between 
a mother and daughter. Quite logically, the first act takes 
place on a patio and the second on a porch. 


"It's been a very difficult year, in many ways," he says. "I 


want my life to get very simple again, although that's fairly 
impossible right now. I need to get back to what I want to do. 
I realize that what I'm doing right now is important, in terms 
of a career, but I'd like to get back to a definite routine. I can 
see now why writers live in the country, away from this." 


and Imajean Gray, director of 
the Manpower Services division 
at the North Central Texas 
Council of Governments, have 
had strong disagreements, at 
least in the past.

CSI is 


involved with. "I'd excuse it 
this way, saying, This is for 
standing up for what he believes 
in." 


Dunn added, "This may be 


the problem. . .the reason 
there's so much bad will, 
because he stands up for what 
he believes in. I've always 
found that." 


Silverberg said, nevertheless, 


"after a little while you've got 
to lay it to rest if for no other 
reason than to get it out in the 
open." He said that was why he 
urged 
the 
COG board 
to 


recommend 
a 
performance 


audit of CSI, which the board 
did. 


VACEK SAID twice in the 


meeting that he did not have a 
personality 
conflict 
with 


anyone. 


The Sun asked several of- 


ficials quoted in this week's 
series this question: "Do you 
have a personality conflict with 
Jerome Vacek?" 


"No comment," said City 


Manager Dick Ballenger and 
Ruth Dawson, coordinator of 
the Manpower program at the 
CETA office in city hall.

"No, I don't. He doesn't have

"IN THE PAST I've had

opinion," Dunn himself said of 
his relationship with Vacek. But 
as far as a personality conflict, I 
respect his tenacity and his 
ability to get things done. If I 
feel he's misguided, he and I 
have the understanding that I 
can tell him so, and we can iron 
out our differences." 


COG Executive Director BUI 


Pitstick said, "I'm not aware of 
any specific personality con- 
flicts" between Vacek and the 
COG staff. But there have been 
some in the past. Over the years 
there have been some real 
concerns and conflicts." He

"hangovers" of opinion from 
the past. 


Pitstick said a few days later, 


in answer to a specific question, 
that it's "possible" Vacek and 
Mrs. Gray have a personality 
clash, "but I haven't heard of 
anything."

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ime is essence to meter man Ray Tanner's job

It was a cold day. In fact, it 


was one of the coldest, windiest 
day so far this winter, but he 
was out in it doing his job like 
he had been doing it for 29 
years. 


"Unless it's raining straight 


down and hard, I'm out here 
every day. If it snows, of 
course, we don't bother with 
it," says Roy Tanner, meter 
man for the Corsicana Police 
Department. 


Tanner is the man who writes 


those tickets and places them 
on your car 
when you've 


overstayed your time at a 
parking meter downtown, or 
failed to deposit any money at 
all. He says there are a few 
people who do ignore the 
meters on a regular basis. This 
makes them subject to the 25 
cent fine if paid within 24 
hours. 


"YOU 
NEVER 
KNOW" 


Tanner says, "there are some 
people who are real good about 
it. They come out every two 
hours and put more money in 
the meter." 


He adds that both these kinds 


of 
people 
work 
in stores 


downtown. 


According to Louise Bonner, 


who handles parking tickets for 
the 
police department, if 


someone doesn't pay their fine 
within 24 hours, the amount is 
raised to three dollars. She 
adds that if the ticket is not 
paid in say a week or 10 days, 
she raises the fine a dollar or 
two depending on the length of 
time. 


Municipal Court Judge David 


Wilson explains the way the 
system works, and the way the 
law reads, the .fine is never 
going to be more than $10. 
Wilson 
says 
the 
police 


department 
has to file a 


complaint on someone before 
his court becomes involved in 
parking tickets. 


HE ADDS THAT HE has not 


seen a complaint filed so far 
this year on someone for not 
paying their parking fines. If a 
case does come before his 
court, the ultimate fine is 
determined 
by 
the 
judge, 


Wilson explained. 


Tanner says that when he 


began working, the department 
had two men checking the 
meters and that was increased 
to three for a period of time. He 
explained one of the 
men 


retired 
and then 
sometime 


later the other man retired 
also. 


"And that left just me. For 


awhile the city said it would 
hire another man, but they 
never did," Tanner said. 


During his time he said 


downtown Corsicana has been 
quiet with no big, dramatic 
happenings like armed rob- 
beries. 


SOMETIMES A MERCHANT 


will call me over when they 
have a shoplifter, but that's 
about all. Things are generally 
peaceful," he says. 


Tanner says he writes about 


60 tickets a day on the average. 
He explains some days may 
have a higher or lower number 
depending on what's going on. 
He lists weather and store sales 
as two factors that affect the 
parking situation downtown. 
Sixty tickets a day works out to 
somewhere over 1,200 a month, 


and all that adds up to several 
walking tours 
of downtown 


Corsicana. 


"About two years ago I 


borrowed one of those gadgets 
that measures how far you're 
walking. I think it worked out 
to about nine miles a day. I 
don't really know how much it 
is now," Tanner said. 


Tanner says there are two 


types of meters among the 
close to 625 spread around 
downtown and he checks them 
all. 


One kind of meter, the older 


type, Tanner says, is much like 
a wind up clock. Twice a week 
Tanner has to go and open all of 
those kind and wind them with a 
key. Cold weather, like this 
particular day, Tanner says, 
makes the wind up meters run 
slow. 


"On days when it rains or 


freezes, the water gets in there 
and they freeze up and don't 
work at all," he explained. 


The second kind of meter, 


like the ones on Beaton, are 
wound up when you put the 
money in and turn the handle. 
And Tanner checks them all as 
he walks down the street at 


brisk 
pace, 
never slowing, 


unless he is writing out a ticket 
or making sure the meter is 
working. He'll flip a handle, or 
open one up make an ad- 
justment 
and 
run 
pennies 


through it just to make sure. 


FOR ALL THE TICKETS he 


writes, Tanner says he doesn't 
get many complaints from 
citizens. 


"Most people don't complain, 


you know, since the find is so 
low. But there are some, but 
they're mostly mad at them- 
selves, "he says. 


There are some cars which 


are exempt from paying for 
parking, Tanner says. 


"You see that car has disable 


veteran plates on it. People 
with those plates can park free 
at parking meters anywhere in 
the state of Texas," Tanner 
explains. 


This particular day he 


ticketed close to a dozen cars in 
a two block stretch of Beaton, 
then maybe only one or two In 
the same distance on 3rd. 
Tanner says you really can't 
predict 
where the largest 


number of violators will be.
